This is in response to the Restriction Requirement dated September 
13, 2001. The Examiner therein required election of one of the following groups 
of claims: 

Group I, claims, 1-10, drawn to a recombinant AAV virion 
comprising a promoter operably linked to a polynucleotide of interest comprising 
at least one ecdysone-responsive element downstream of at least one ecdysone- 
responsive element; 

Group II, claims, 1 1-18, drawn to a recombinant AAV virion 
comprising a first coding sequence encoding an ecdysone receptor; 

Group III, claims, 19 and 20, drawn to a method of producing 
recombinant AAV virions comprising transfecting a host cell with an AAV vector 
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comprising a transcriptional promoter comprising at least one ecdysone- 
responsive element; 

Group IV, claims 21-23, drawn to a method of producing 
recombinant AAV virions comprising transfecting a host cell with an AAV vector 
comprising a first coding sequence encoding an ecdysone receptor; and 



Group V, claims 24-29, drawn to a method of inducing gene 



expression in a mammalian cell comprising transducing said cell with a first 
recombinant AAV virion comprising an AAV vector comprising a promoter 
comprising at least one ecdysone-responsive element. 



Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the claims of Group V, claims 



24-29, without traverse. Applicants expressly reserve their right under 35 USC 
§121 to file one or more divisional applications directed to the nonelected subject 
matter during the pendency of this application.
